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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Endick's microcontroller 
cannot read on the headset adaptor because Endick's microcontroller does not directly control the attached devices independently of the 
base telephone. As evidence of this, Applicant relies on Endick's LED synchroni7atinn embodiment, in which the LEDs of me base 
Leiephone and tne devices are synchronized. While Endick's microcontroller may not be independently controlling the devices when it is 
synchronizing the LEDs of the devices and the base telephone, Applicant ignores the other functions of the microcontroller. For instance, 
the microcontroller can issue a "report" command to a particular option in order to request an Option ID, Data Mask, or Function ID of the 
option (col. 9, lines 1-10). In this instance the microcontoller is directly controlling a device independently of the base telephone. Thus, 
while the microcontroller can control the devices in a fashion that depends on the base telephone, the microcontroller can also perform 
independent control. As such, Examiner maintains that the cited prior art reads on the limitations of the claims. Applicant is urged to 
include further limitations in order to distinguish the claims from the prior art.. 
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
